The planting of a grass or grain crop 
on the land three or four years in 
succession before planting the land 
again in cotton, is the best practice 
known at the present time to control 
root rot disease. 
W ith these facts in mind, it would 
seem that we have the essentials for 
formulating a practical 
method of 
control of root rot disease which will 
accomplish a great deal in reducing 
the disease 
Such a method of con­ 
trol on anv particular tract of land 
infected with root rot must involve 
the planting of a grass crop such as 
Su,. 
inborn, oats, wheat, or corn. 
The grass crop w hich most nearly oc­ 
cupies the land throughout the year 
is the most effective crop in combat­ 
ing the root rot disease, 
. 
. „ are* of course, some practi­ 
cal issues involved in the extensive 
use of glass and grain crops in the 
blacklands where the disease is most 
severe, the chief issue 
being

cmsoives have known for 
a long time that cotton pays at least 
twice the returns that may be had 
from any other field crop giown on 
the 
land.

more profitable than they are now 
if some livestock such as beef cattle 
could be grown out, fattened, and 
finished on the farm thus convert­ 
ing these grass and grain crops into 
a more salable product.

$80.00, nearly the equivalent of a 
bale and one-half of cotton. 
Few fat mer* 
in the 
blacklands 
have the necessary equipment and 
experience foi grazing and finishing 
cattle or. firm s, but not much equip­ 
ment is needed and the necessary ex­ 
perience will be gained without loss 
if th* 
practice is started in a con­ 
servative way by securing only a 
few head of livestock and caring for 
them well, and, like any other good 
business, expanded 
as the 
results 
justify. The main point in the use 
of livestock is to have some means of 
converting these 
non-paying 
crops 
such as grass and grain and corn, in­ 
to values that will approximate the 
value of cotton and even though the 
returns with livestock 
may not 
be 
quite so large as from cotton, exper­ 
iments thus far indicate clearly that 
the use *»f such grass and grain crops 
in the syst< rn of farming is impera­ 
tive if the root rot is to be controll­

that a combination of livestock and 
cotton in the blacklands where root 
rot is causing

Th** problem of cover crops for 
pecan orchards and groves is to my 
mind very important. 
S o indicated 
in 
fomcr 
articles, 
observations, 
studies and experiences of studious 
pecan growers, indicate that nature 
has to a great extent shown u> that 
the pecan has evolved and developed 
in environments and localities where 
glass, weeds and fallen leaves, to­ 


w n let. 
It begins forming seed stems 
in early April, matures its seed in 
M ay and dies down. 
It is nearly im­ 
possible to glaze this grass too close, 
but what it will re seed itself. 
On 
good rich agricultural soil it attains 
a height of 18 inches to two feet or 
more. I have harvested 500 pounds 
of the seed from one acre. 
Its value 
as a grazing plant compares favor­ 
ably with rye, wheat and oats. 
There are a number of other na­ 
tive grass rooted plants worthy of 
cxi or intent at ion but I have finally 
decided that the two above mention­ 
ed are the cream of the lot.

Texas ha*1 on** outstanding legume 
which has been

of IOO seed planted this fall 50 per 
cent germinate at once, next spring 
a few more and then in the fall still 
others. 
And they continue the same 
way for as long as five y« ars. 
They * 
seem possessed with the idea of their I 
“ royalty" in the plant fam ily and 
have 
taken 
this 
ruute 
to 
guard 
against the possibility of becoming 
extinct. 
It is to be hoped that students of 
nature will undertake to bring this 
royal leguminous queen of plants to 
break this habit and become domes­ 
ticated, so as to become economically 
useful as v eil as ornamental. W hy I 
not? 
However, in this connection I wish 
to record that here in Texas, grass- 
rooted cover crops will and do meet 
the requirements of cover crops for 
pecan orchards and grove*.

I shall not attem pt to go into the 
various

term . 
Indeed, I think it is neither 
advisable nor necessary to analyze 
conditions beyond those that are 
basib, fundamental, rn our national 
economic and political structure. 
For that reason, and because of 
recent developments of adm inistra­ 
tive policy, I am writing something 
about money in this report to you. 
The Scripture quotation is: "The 
love (>f money is the root of all 
evil.” 
In treating of the subject of 
money from our practical stand­ 
point, "the love of m oney” takes 
on quite an unusual definition. For, I 
may I point out in candor, there 
never has been a national adm in­ 
istration, so far as my research 
goes; that has so thoroughly loved 
the spending of money. I believe 
Mr. Roosevelt himself enjoys it but 
Mr. Roosevelt is not the chief of­ 
fender of his administration in this 
regard. The two men whose 


m ay have to be revised later, but 
that does not excuse the rather c a re­ 
less practices that have grown up 
in the calculation of relief expendi­ 
tures. 
It does not exclude the ne­ 
cessity for a real protection against 
heedless .spending nor does it pre­ 
vent the formulation of intelligent 
policies. 
Individually, I do not quite under 
stand why the adm inistration should 
fuss about a few millions of print­ 
ing bills and toss out half a billion 
or three-quarters of a billion, as the 
case m ay be, with reckless abandon 
when such tossing is done without 
any evident continuity of sound pol­ 
icy.
